The drive which cut the rail line, the 


noon communique said, resulted in the 
rout of an Flite Guard “ S S ” Regiment 
of "D as Reich” Division which was 
transferred from France in mid-Janu­ 
ary in a desperate bid by H itler to 
check the surging Soviet winter «>ft'« n- 
rive. 


The Blite Guard troopers were sup­ 
ported by tin tanks, 35 of which were 
dost roved.
